After months of discussion and debate the Columbia City 
Council officially passed the new one-percent occupational tax 
Monday night at the Council’s October meeting. 

“We’re missing out,” Mayor Mark Harris said of Columbia 
going so long without such a tax, which most neighboring towns 
have had for 20 years or more. “We could be so far ahead now 
had this been done a long time ago.” 

Robert Flowers made the motion to enact the tax after City 
Attorney Marshall Loy gave second reading to the ordinance. 
Craig Dean seconded, and the motion passed 5-1, with only 
council woman Linda Waggener voting in opposition. 

Before the vote, Waggener moved that the restrictions on 


Health Fair 
Crowd Soars

After making a successful 
return last year, the Westlake 
Regional Hospital Health Fair 
looked to improve upon its 
2013 showing. With an 
increased production from the 
hospital and vendors, as well 
as an uptick in attendance, 
Westlake appears to have 
succeeded in making the 2014 
Fair even more useful to the 
community. 

“This year’s Fair was once 
again a success,” Westlake 
CEO Neal Gold said in an 
interview earlier this week. 
“We had over 50 participants 
with information booths, and I 
know that every visitor found 
information that was important 
to their health.” 

The more than 50 health 
information booths marked a 
60-percent increase from last 


funds from the tax, which earmark the money for Parks and 
Recreation, economic development, the General Fund, and the 
Rainy Day fund, be removed, so all the money would be put into 
the General Fund.

Masonic Lodge No. 96 
Celebrates 200 Years

One of Adair County’s oldest institutions is celebrating 
its bicentennial this year, as Columbia Masonic Lodge No. 
96 is entering its third century since being chartered in July 
of 1814. Only 14 years younger than the Grand Lodge of 
Kentucky, which was founded in 1800, Lodge No. 96 has a 
rich history and has made many contributions to both the 
community and the state in the past two centuries. 

“The history of this Lodge is closely linked with the his¬ 
tory of the state lodge in Kentucky,” Lodge No. 96 sec¬ 
retary Joseph Flowers says. “James Garnett, who was a past 
Master of the Columbia Lodge and Grand Master of the 
Lodge of Kentucky, was the mastermind of the of the 
Masonic Widows and Orphans home in Louisville. We’ve 
had a lot of notable members over the years.” 

Flowers has been a Freemason for 37 years, and says that 
while freemasonry isn’t for everyone, he’s always been 
drawn to the brotherhood among members and the lessons

Hospital Board Hears 
Summer Financials

Last Thursday’s special called meeting of the Adair County 
Hospital District Board of Trustees saw an assortment of 
negative financial trends presented to the board from Chief 
Financial Officer David Hayes. Hayes reported that Westlake’s 
net loss so far this year is $683,000—a more than $600,000 
swing from one year ago. 

“I am not a bearer of a lot of positive results for July and 
August,” Hayes prefaced his comments to the board. 

According to the report, the most significant factor in these 
discouraging totals is the lack of traffic at Westlake’s various 
clinics. Westlake Primary Care finds itself down 1,841 patients 
from this time last year, while Russell County Health Clinic is 
down 1,577 patients and Westlake Family Care saw a dip of 598 
patients from the end of August 2013. 

Those totals represent a $291,000 decrease in total patient 
revenue from last year, and coupled with a $47,000 increase in 
operating expenses, changes to the classification of Westlake’s 
charity care category for patients treated who cannot pay, and a 
nearly $900,000 increase in contractual adjustments from one 
year ago due to a substantial increase in Medicaid and Medicare 
patients that virtually all hospitals are facing, the current 
financials actually appear even worse than they are. 

“The clinics have been our bread and butter,” Hayes 
explained. “But we’ve been digging into the numbers for 
September and the clinics are showing improvement so far, so 
we expect those to be better going forward.” 

Thanks to Westlake’s DSH-payments and meaningful use 
funds, the hospital’s cash in banks actually improved by 
$869,000 from 2013 for a 2014 total of $1.8 million as of the 
end of August. 

“Despite the doom and gloom, we continue to be able to cash 
flow operations,” CEO Neal Gold said during his administrative 
report. “Up to this point, we are bringing in enough cash to pay 
payroll and operations.” 

Continuing his report, Gold explained that he remains in 
negotiations with prospective partners to continue to operate 
Westlake under the settlement of their Chapter 9 Reorganization. 
Gold plans to meet with interested parties on Oct. 13 in

Human trafficking is invading neighborhoods and communities 
across the country, including towns and cities here in Kentucky. 
According to the Kentucky Rescue & Restore Coalition, 160 human 
trafficking victims have been identified in the state, and more than 
half of the victims were trafficked as children. 

We’re working hard in the Office of the Attorney General to 
bring greater awareness to human trafficking, which is considered 
the fastest-growing crime in the world. In August, I joined the Child 
Sexual Abuse and Exploitation Prevention (CSAEP) Board and the 
Catholic Charities of Louisville HOPE Campaign to unveil an 
online video series that takes a closer look at human trafficking 
from the various perspectives of anti-human trafficking advocates, 
police officers, state legislators, and even trafficking survivors. 

Each video in the seven-part series focuses on a specific 
trafficking-related topic, such as Kentucky laws on human 
trafficking, tips for identifying and assisting victims, and resources 
and services available to survivors. This thought-provoking series is 
an invaluable tool produced to help our health care providers, law 
enforcement officials, social workers, and all Kentuckians better 
recognize and prevent human trafficking in our communities. I 
encourage you to take the time to watch and share these important 
videos, which can be found online at ICareAboutKids.ky.gov and 
RescueandRestoreKY.org. 

Human trafficking is often called modem-day slavery because it 
truly is slavery. Victims of this crime are denied their basic rights 
and exploited for profit, often being trafficked for labor or sex. And 
just as the brave survivors in the video series share in their powerful 
and heart-filled stories, human trafficking victims can be of any 
sex, race, or age, and no community is impervious to its effects. 

The human trafficking online video series was produced by the 
HOPE Campaign and funded by the CSAEP Board and Child 
Victims’ Trust Fund (CVTF), which has granted funding to regional 
and statewide child advocacy programs for the past 30 years. As 
chair of the CSAEP Board, I’m proud to continue supporting 
awareness and prevention programs that are making a difference 
and paving the way for a safer and thriving future for Kentucky 
kids. 

Because of the CVTF, we’ve helped the HOPE Campaign pro¬ 
vide critical training to law enforcement and community-based 
agencies in Kentucky. In fact, just in the last year, representatives 
with the HOPE Campaign and the Kentucky Association of Sexual 
Assault Programs have trained nearly 400 health care providers, 
law enforcement officials, and social workers in every region of the

decision, and wanted the matter 
put before the people. 

“If it’s a good idea, would it 
hurt to get a petition?” 
McCracken asked. 

Tom Frazier was also critical. 
He repeated the most common 
complaint of the new tax: Some 
people that pay it have no 
recourse to vote out the Council, 
as they live in the county but 
work in the city. He likened it to 
taxation without representation. 

Roy Rademacher, the tax’s 
most vocal citizen supporter at 
every meeting in which it’s been 
discussed, once again praised 
the mayor and council for mak¬ 
ing the decision, however 
unpopular. He said that some 
call the tax unfair, but that every 
tax is unfair to someone. He 


used the example of a school tax 
for an elderly man that has never 
had kids. Ultimately, he said that 
he supported the tax because it 
was badly needed. 

“I think the only unfair tax 
would be an unnecessary tax,” 
Rademacher said. He also said 
that the mayor and council were 
brave for enacting the tax when 
they did, right before next 
month’s election. 

Harris echoed Rademacher’s 
opinion, thanking the councilors 
for following through with the 
tax at the end of their terms and 
not putting the decision off until 
January. 

“I appreciate the council’s 
hard work, consideration, and 
input, and for doing your jobs at 
the end of your terms,” Harris

morning route about a burning 
home on Charlie Morrison 
Road. Upon arrival, Cravens 
found the house, which 
belonged to Sam Logan, already 
burned down. 

“It had to have been burning 
for hours before the bus driver 
came upon it,” he said. 

Members of the Columbia- 
Adair Fire Dept, also responded 
to the scene shortly after 
Cravens arrived, but with the 
house already destroyed, there 
was nothing they could do.

Home Fires 

•In 2011, U.S. fire departments responded to 370,000 home 
structure fires. These fires caused 13,910 civilian injuries, 2,520 
civilian deaths, $6.9 billion in direct damage. 

•On average, seven people die in U.S. home fires per day. 

•Cooking is the leading cause home fires and home fire injuries, 
followed heating equipment. Smoking is a leading cause of civilian 
home fire deaths. 

•Most fatal fires kill one or two people. In 2011, 12 home fires 
killed five or more people resulting in a total of 67 deaths. 

Cooking 

•U.S. Fire Departments responded to an estimated annual 
average of 156,600 cooking-related fires between 2007-2011, 
resulting in 400 civilian deaths, 5,080 civilian injuries and $853 
million in direct damage. 

•Two of every five home fires start in the kitchen. 

•Unattended cooking was a factor in 34% of reported home 
cooking fires. 

•Two-thirds of home cooking fires started with ignition of food 
or other cooking materials. 

•Ranges accounted for the 58% of home cooking fire incidents. 
Ovens accounted for 16%. 

•Children under five face a higher risk of non-fire burns 
associated with cooking than being burned in a cooking fire. 

•Microwave ovens are one of the leading home products 
associated with scald burn injuries not related to fires. Nearly half 
(44%) of the microwave oven injuries seen at emergency rooms in 
2011 were scald burns. 

•Clothing was the item first ignited in less than 1% of home 
cooking fires, but these incidents accounted for 16% of the cooking 
fire deaths. 

Heating 

•The leading factor contributing to heating equipment fires was 
failure to clean, principally creosote from solid fueled heating 
equipment, primarily chimneys. 

•Portable or fixed space heaters, including wood stoves, were 
involved in one-third (32%) of home heating fires and four out of 
five (80%) home heating deaths. 

•Half of home heating fire deaths resulted from fires caused by 
heating equipment too close to things that can burn, such as 
upholstered furniture, clothing, mattresses or bedding. 

•In most years, heating is the second leading cause of home fires, 
fire deaths, and fire injuries. Fixed or portable space heaters are 
involved in about 4 out of 5 heating fire deaths. 

Smoking Materials 

•During 2007-2011 smoking materials caused an estimated 
17,900 home structure fires, resulting in 580 deaths, 1,280 injuries 
and $509 million in direct property damage, per year. 

•Sleep was a factor in one-third of the home smoking material 
fire deaths. 

•Possible alcohol impairment was a factor in one in five of home 
smoking fire deaths. 

•In recent years, Canada and the United States have required that 
all cigarettes sold must be “fire safe,” that is have reduced ignition 
strength and less likely to start fires. 

Electrical 

•About half (49%) of home electrical fires involved electrical 
distribution or lighting equipment. Other leading types of 
equipment were washer or dryer, fan, portable or stationary space 
heater, air conditioning equipment water heater and range. 

•Electrical failure or malfunctions caused an average of almost 
50,000 home fires per year, resulting in roughly 450 deaths and 
$1.5 billion in direct property damage. 

Candles 

•During 2007-2011 candles caused 3% of home fires, 4% of 
home fire deaths, 7% of home fire injuries and 6% of direct 
property damage from home fires. 

•On average, there are 32 home candle fires reported per day.

•Roughly one-third of these fires started in the bedroom; 
however, the candle industry found that only 13% of candle users 
burn candles in the bedroom most often. 

•More than half of all candle fires start when things that can burn 
are too close to the candle. 

Escape Planning 

•According to an NFPA survey, only one-third of Americans have 
both developed and practiced a home fire escape plan. 

•Almost three-quarters of Americans do have an escape plan; 
however, more than half never practiced it. 

•One-third of Americans households who made and estimate they 
thought they would have at least 6 minutes before a fire in their 
home would become life threatening. The time available is often 
less. And only 8% said their first thought on hearing a smoke alarm 
would be to get out! 

Smoke Alarms 

•Almost two-thirds (62%) of reported home fire deaths resulted 
from fires in homes with no smoke alarms or no working smoke 
alarms. 

•Working smoke alarms cut the risk of dying in reported home 
fires in half. 

In fires considered large enough to activate the smoke alarm, 
hardwired alarms operated 92% of the time, while battery powered 
alarms operated only 77% of the time.

it was full the entire time I was there,” Westlake director 
of marketing Lori Wade said. 

The large event places Westlake’s Health Fair firmly 
among the largest in the area, and with continued 
partnerships with Norton Healthcare and Lindsey 
Wilson College, among other local organizations, 
figures to continue its growth moving forward. As such, 
Gold views the Fair as a primary example of the 
services Westlake offers to the community.

Commonwealth on human trafficking-related issues. 

The CVTF also funds the HOPE Campaign’s Chapstick outreach ini¬ 
tiative. Containers of lip balm are labeled with the National Human 
Trafficking Resource Center Hotline and delivered to motels and truck 
stop restrooms across the state n places where trafficked adults and 
children may pass through. 

As Attorney General, I have been a champion for Kentucky’s 
Human Trafficking Victims Rights Act, which increases protections for 
victims of human trafficking and strengthens penalties for those who 
commit the crimes. I’ve also joined my fellow attorneys general to 
crack down on websites with illegal listings involving prostitution and 
sexual trafficking activity, and together we’ve urged Congress to 
update federal laws so that child sexual exploitation can be better 
investigated and prosecuted. 

Human trafficking is a serious crime and a grave violation of human 
rights. If you suspect human trafficking in your community, please 
report it.

preparation of the next court hearing, which is set for Oct. 20, but 
acknowledged that an extension beyond the 20th may be requested. 

“We also learned that we are supposed to make an offer to CMS 
[Centers for Medicaid and Medicare Service] as opposed to them 
telling us what we owe them,” Gold added. “I take that as a positive 
sign that they’re willing to be flexible in working with us for the 
survival of the hospital. Fingers crossed on that one.” 

Gold also pointed out the continued improvements made to the 
appearance and structure of Westlake, as new painting had been done 
and new furniture had been added. 

“We’re doing a little bit at a time to make things look better, cleaner 
and more modern,” he said. 

He then announced the return of Dr. Clinton Kiteck to Westlake 
Primary Care. Kiteck officially returned to Westlake back in 
September, andGold praised the quality and versatility of the assembled 
staff. 

“It really makes Westlake Primary Care one of the most 
comprehensive healthcare facilities around,” he said. 

Gold closed his report with more good news: Westlake was recently 
named to Women’s Certified, Inc.’s list of America’s 100 Best 
Hospitals for patient satisfaction. According to Gold, the organization 
gathers data from patient surveys completed after leaving the hospital 
and then narrows down that data to the female respondents. 

“I received a call from their CEO, who said that not only did we 
finish in the top 100 of small hospitals, but that we were number one in 
the nation in patient satisfaction,” Gold said. 

“I think that speaks to the kind of experience our patients have 
here,” he added. “Despite all the negative feelings and history, it’s 
really important for the community to realize that the people who 
actually come here to receive care find it to be an extremely good 
experience.”

Directors: 

•Approved the recommendation of the medical staff to grant two 
initial appointments.

and principles that it encourages. 

“It’s not at all a religion or a 
substitute for religion,” Rowers 
explains, dispelling some of the 
common myths about the Lodge. 
“It’s a philosophical organi¬ 
zation that teaches moral and 
ethical lessons.” 

The institution relies heavily 
on symbolism. From the layout 
of the Lodge, with the officers 
seated according to geographical 
coordinates, to the checkered tile 
floor in the center of the room, 
which represent the checkered 
nature of life’s ups and downs, 
the emphasis on geometry is 
obvious. Almost everything in 
the Lodge is allegorical. 


Flowers says that every 
Lodge across the world is fun¬ 
damentally the same as every 
other Lodge, in regards to the 
lessons, principles, and cere¬ 
monies, but acknowledges that 
each Lodge has its own unique 
story. He has spent almost four 
decades studying the history of 
the Masonic Lodge and its 
teachings, but admits there will 
always be more to learn. 

“I don’t think anyone can ever 
grasp it all,” Rowers says. “It 
seems like I find something new 
about it almost every day.” 

Still, his knowledge of the 
Lodge in Columbia is unsur¬ 
passed, and he composed and 
provided the following written 
history of Lodge No. 96: 

Columbia Masonic Lodge #96 
F&AM is one of the oldest insti¬ 
tutions in Adair County. The Lodge 
was formed and placed under dis¬ 
pensation July 9, 1814 at a meeting 
with the officers of the Grand Lodge 
of Kentucky held in the Adair 
County Courthouse. On Aug. 23, 
1814 the Grand Lodge of Kentucky 
issued the first charter under the 
name Columbia Lodge #27 F&AM. 
The Lodge was constituted as fol¬ 
lows: Christopher Tompkins, 

Master; William Owens, Senior 
Warden; Alexander Miller, Junior 
Warden and Treasurer; Nathan 
Gaither, Secretary; Elijah Creel, 
Tyler; Thomas B. Johnson, Senior 
Deacon; and Henry F. Greenwood, 
Junior Deacon. 

The Lodge has operated under 
several charters since it was first 
constituted in 1814 and recorded as 
follows: 

Aug. 31, 1814-Aug. 27, 1834; 
Sept. 1, 1835-Oct. 1865; Oct. 18, 
1866-July 10, 1886; and Oct. 19, 
1892-present. 

The several periods in which the 
Lodge was defunct can be traced to 
major events in American history as 
to reasons for the loss of the 
Lodge’s charter. 

The Anti-Masonic Political Party 
movement, which began in the late 
1820s and culminated in 1832 with 
its own presidential nominee, did 
little to shake the foundation of the 
Grand Lodge of Kentucky. Some 
subordinate lodges, however, were 
caught up in the turmoil, split, and 
closed their doors. Columbia Lodge 
#27 was one of its victims. 

The presidential election of 1832 
brought about a decline of anti¬ 
masonry in Kentucky. Presidential 
candidates Andrew Jackson and 
Henry Clay were very popular in 
Kentucky and both were 
Freemasons. Jackson’s election took 
the steam out of the anti-Masonic 
movement and in 1835 Moore 
(Columbia) Lodge #96 was char¬ 
tered. 

The next 31 years, the Lodge 
operated under this second charter 
until a more profound event in 
American history took its toll on the 
Lodge and its members—the Civil 
War. The term, “brother against 
brother” had a two-fold meaning in 
the Masonic fraternity, especially in 
Border States like Kentucky. By 
1865, the loyalties to North and 
South among its members had left 
the Lodge divided, which forced it 
to relinquish its charter. 

A year later, old wounds had 
begun to heal and former members 
petitioned the Grand Lodge of 
Kentucky for a new charter. On Oct. 
18,1866, a charter was issued under 
its original name but same number 
as Columbia Lodge #96. 

The Lodge remained active for 


the next 20 years but in 1886 its 
charter was once again lost and the 
Lodge declared defunct. Although 
unclear as to a reason. Lodge 
records indicate that the economy 
may have been a factor in the loss of 
membership and consequently its 
charter. This period of inactivity 
would last six years. 

On October 19, 1892 The Grand 
Lodge of Kentucky issued a fourth 
charter in the name of Columbia 
Lodge #96. The Lodge has contin¬ 
ued to operate under such charter to 
date. 

Since its formation, the Lodge 
has met at several different loca¬ 
tions in the city of Columbia. Due to 
a loss of Lodge records and full dis¬ 
closure in the preserved Lodge min¬ 
utes, only five locations can be veri¬ 


fied, although other lodge halls cer¬ 
tainly existed. 

The Lodge met regularly in the 
Adair County Courthouse beginning 
in 1814 and remained there until 
1834 when the first charter was 
arrested. The records of the Lodge 
and The Grand Lodge of Kentucky 
reflect no change in this venue. 
Lodge history handed down by 
word of mouth, which can be very 
reliable, suggest that the Lodge 
rented a house on Greensburg Street 
from lodge member Nathan Gather 
during some point in this period, but 
this claim cannot be verified. 

Beginning in 1835 under its new 
charter, the Lodge again occupied a 
room in the Adair County 
Courthouse for its hall. The Lodge 
paid rent to the county and collected 
subscriptions from its members to 
pay for renovations to the room in 


which it met. The Lodge remained 
there until January 1842 when it 
moved to a room in the city of 
Columbia owned by a Mr. J. T. 
Smith. Rent was prepaid quarterly. 
The minutes are unclear as to the 
location of this room but it may 
have been part of a large boarding 
house owned by the Smith family 
located in the space known best for 
the Ben Franklin Store in the 1960s 
and 70s. Since the minutes do not 
reflect a change, the Lodge probably 
remained in its location until its 
charter was removed in 1865. 

With the issuance of its third 
charter in 1866, the Lodge moved 
into the College Building in the 
Male and Female High School of 
Columbia, Kentucky located on the 
property once holding the Columbia 
Graded and High School and now 
Adanta Services on Frazier Avenue. 
Rent was paid to the Board of 
Trustees of M&F High School. The 
Lodge remained there until 1872 or 
1873 when the decision was made 
to rent a room from a Mr. James T. 
Page who owned buildings on the 
square, including the hotel. Rent 
was paid monthly but the exact 
location cannot be determined. The 
Lodge minutes suggest that during 
this chartered period a third lodge 
room was also used. Although 
vague in his recording, the Lodge 
secretary states that the Lodge paid 
rent to a Mr. D. Griffith for rent of a 
lodge hall but nothing further is 
clarified. 

When the current charter was 
issued in 1892 the Lodge moved 
into the top floor over the Bank of 
Columbia paying $12.50 rent per 
month. The bank was located at the 
comer of Market Street (Burkesville 
Street) and Public Square. The 
Lodge remained a tenant until 1921 
when the bank burned destroying 
most of the early records of the 
Lodge. 

Construction soon began on a

new lodge hall, that would come in 
the form of a third floor addition to 
the Davis Hardware building (most 
recently Radio Shack) on the comer 
of Jamestown Street and Public 
Square and would be completed in 
the early 1920s. Lafayette Davis 
built the addition specifically for the 
Lodge that would be home to 
Columbia Lodge #96 until 1967. 
His son, Shreve, would serve as 
lodge secretary for 40 years. 

By the early 1960s, the Lodge 
members began to discuss the idea 
of building a new lodge hall. The 
Lodge owned property on Monroe 
Street next to the Columbia Baptist 
Church. Many of the members 
wanted to build on that location. But 
after considerable debate decided to 
sell the property, purchase land on 
the comer of Burkesville Street and 
Frazier Avenue and start construc¬ 
tion on its own lodge building. 

In 1964, under the direction of 
the building committee of Kenneth 
Cundiff, Luther Collins, Willie 
Curry, Herb Howell, W. J. Morris, 
Frank Callison and Ashton 
Schrader, the Lodge broke ground 
and a cornerstone laying ceremony 
was performed by die officers of 
The Grand Lodge of Kentucky. The 
next two years saw lodge members 
donate their time, labor and money 
towards the construction of the hall 
and in 1967 the lodge building was 
formally dedicated. 

Over the next 30 years, normal 
wear and tear began to take its toll 
within. In 1999, Lodge Master Terry 
Moore began to promote the idea of 
renovation and urged the Lodge to 
take the much-needed action. With 
his leadership, skills and labor he 
directed the members to complete 
most of the work while professional 
services were required for flooring, 
heating, and air conditioning. By 
mid-2000, a beautiful lodge hall was 
finished for generations of Masons 
to come. 

Columbia Lodge #96 is proud to 
claim among its members three very 
prominent Kentuckians: Colonel 
Frank L. Wolford, Judge James 
Garnet, and Rev. Z.T. Williams. 

Colonel Wolford led the United 
States 1st Kentucky Cavalry during 
the American Civil War and was 
second in command during the cap¬ 
ture of Confederate General John 
Hunt Morgan. He was an attorney, 
served in the Kentucky House of 
Representatives, appointed 

Kentucky Adjutant General and 
served in the U.S. Congress. He was 
best known for his leadership, brav¬ 
ery, and his moral strength of char¬ 
acter. His masonic funeral service in 
1895 attracted at that time one of 
the largest crowds ever to attend 
such an event in Kentucky. He is 
buried in the Columbia City 


Cemetery. 

James Garnett joined Columbia 
Lodge #96 in 1893 and served as 
Master in 1898 and 1902. He was 
elected Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge of Kentucky for 1905-1906 
and in 1937 received the 33rd 
Degree in the Scottish Rite. More 
than any other individual, he is 
responsible for the construction of 
the Masonic Widows and Orphans 
Home of Kentucky located on 
Frankfort Avenue in Louisville. The 
ceremonial working tools used in 
laying the cornerstone at the Home 
are displayed above the office of 
junior warden in Columbia Lodge 
#96. Garnett Hall at the Home cam¬ 
pus is named in his honor. In his 
professional life he was County 
Attorney for Adair County, Attorney 
General of Kentucky, and Jefferson 
County Circuit Judge. He is buried 
at Cave Hill Cemetery in Louisville. 

The Rev. Z.T. Williams was one 
of the best-known ministers in all of 
south central Kentucky during the 
late 1890s and early 1900s. He also 
represented Adair County in the 
Kentucky legislature, but after a 
short stay returned to preaching full 
time. He was the minister of the 
Columbia Christian Church for 21 
years and is credited with establish¬ 
ing Christian Churches at 
Dunnville, Egypt, Glenville, Smith’s 
Chapel, Irish Bottom, Freedom, 
Christian Chapel, and Liberty. As 
“The History of Cumberland 
County” records, the Rev. Z.T. 
Williams “was one of the great 
divines of all ages.” 

Columbia Masonic Lodge #96 
now celebrates 200 years since it 
was first chartered and looks for¬ 
ward to a bright future and celebra¬ 
tion of its Craft.

#96 will be hosting an open 
house this Saturday from 11 
a.m. to 1 p.m.

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Tribe Stays Perfect On 
Memorable Homecoming

Indians 41 Edmonson Co. 6 

With a 5-0 record for the first time in school history, the Indians 
eyed continued perfection in less-than-perfect conditions during 
what proved to be an unforgettable Homecoming event Friday 
night. Through slicing wind, driving rain and a power outage that 
plunged the field into darkness, the Tribe performed impressively 
again, besting Edmonson County 41-6 to remain unbeaten. 

“It was another nice win for our program,” Indians Head Coach 
Travis Gay said following the victory. “It was a memorable one 
with the power outage and rain.” 

Adair forced a punt after Edmonson County took possession 
first, and was driving effectively toward the Wildcats’ redzone 
when an uncharacteristic fumble by quarterback Chance Melton 
resulted in a rare Adair County turnover at the visitor’s 31-yard 
line. A pass deflection from Jordan Lasley and an Edmonson rush 
attempt that was blown up by Dylan Conn and Josh Brown forced 
another punt, however, and Adair regained possession. 

From their own 25, the Indians mounted another, more success¬ 
ful scoring attempt. Melton swept wide before cutting back inside 
and making multiple Wildcat defenders miss, then found fellow 
sophomore Cameron Lasley on the next play for a successful bub¬ 
ble screen that saw 15 yards tacked on to the play for a horse col¬ 
lar tackle penalty. 

Adair then set up another screen, this time to Jordan Lasley, 
who set up his blockers, made a man miss, and then was off to the 
races 42 yards for the game’s first score. After a successful extra 
point from senior Brandon Burton, the Indians led 7-0 with 5:37 to 
play in the opening quarter. 

The slow scoring start would continue for Adair’s typically pro¬ 
lific offense. Edmonson County managed a 13-play drive that car¬ 
ried over well into the second 
quarter, ending with a missed 
field goal from the Adair 20 
yard line and then the squads 
traded punts before Burton 
returned a punt for the Indians 
to the Edmonson 45. 

From there, steady runs from 
junior fullback DaQuan Smith, 
sophomore tailback Lonnie 
Grant and a pair of tosses to 
Jordan Lasley were joined by a 
trio of runs by Melton, includ¬ 
ing a sweep on third and four to 
keep the drive moving and then 
a 14-yard option keeper that 
ended in the Adair signal caller 
juking an Edmonson County 
defender for the 14-0 lead with 
3:21 remaining in the half. 

That score opened the flood¬ 
gates. An increasingly unsports¬ 
manlike Wildcats squad 
escaped yet another would-be 

personal foul penalty on the ensuing return, but a jarring hit from 
Josh Brown as the Edmonson QB attempted a first down pass 
resulted in the ball floating into the hands of senior linebacker 
Dakota Price for the interception. 

Price returned the pick to the Edmonson County 17, and on the 
first play from scrimmage, Melton found Cameron Lasley on a 
shallow post route to the endzone. Lasley adjusted to the throw 
after splitting a pair of defenders and hauled in the touchdown 
grab to give Adair the 21-0 lead with 2:52 left in the half.

The defense 
held strong through wind and rain, limiting the Wildcats to just six points in the 
contest. 


Sophomore tailback Lonnie Grant took a pitch from 
Chance Melton Friday night and scampered for a first 
down in the TVibe’s win over Edmonson County. Grant 
finished the game with 65 yards rushing, 23 yards 
recieving, and one touchdown. 


The San Francisco Giants 
and Washington Nationals 
played last Saturday in Game 2 
of the National League 
Division Series. The Giants’ 

Brandon Belt launched a solo 
homerun in the top of the final 
inning to put the Giants ahead 
2-1, and San Fran held on to 
take the 2-0 series lead. 

That final inning was the 
eighteenth of a game that 

spanned more than six hours. The teams combined to use 15 
relief pitchers. Nationals manager Matt Williams was 
thrown out in extra innings, the 10th, presumably because 
sitting in a box in the ground makes you irritable, and 
missed nearly half of the game. 

The most exciting team in this year’s playoffs, the Kansas 
City Royals, have been so bad for my entire life that the 
player’s parents still order pizza and pack the cooler full of 
Capri Suns for after the game. They only hit about a dozen 
more homeruns this season than Barry Bonds would have, 
and they keep marching through the postseason with a 
bunch of guys you’ve never heard of bunting each other into 
scoring position like an overzealous dad coaching his team 
of Little Leaguers might. 

Meanwhile on Saturday, Mississippi State announced its 
presence as a legitimate contender with a win over an 
electrifying Texas A&M squad, Ole Miss scored a late 
touchdown and intercepted a pass in the endzone to upset 
Alabama, TCU topped fourth-ranked Oklahoma in a 
dramatic Big 12 battle, Utah bested number eight UCLA 
who was given a controversial second chance at a walk-off 
field goal but missed on both occasions, Washington State’s 
Connor Halliday threw for a Division I record 734 yards (in 
a loss!) and my very own Kentucky Wildcats mounted a 14- 
point fourth quarter comeback over South Carolina and the 
ever-smug Steve Spurrier at Commonwealth Stadium. 

That last paragraph was all one sentence. That’s because it 
all happened in rapid succession, and anyone fortunate 
enough to partake in that unforgettable Saturday feels as if it 
all took place in the same breath. Or you could have 
watched two teams score three total runs in six hours.

Melton threw for 137 yards and three 
touchdowns and ran for another 72 yards and two 
touchdowns as Adair moved to 6-0 with a 41-6 win 
over Edmonson County Friday night. Melton is 
pictured with UCB CEO Matt Loy. 
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Junior fullback DaQuan Smith required more than one tackier on most of his seven 
carries Friday night as the balanced Indian offense punished Edmonson County 
with 273 yards on the ground as a unit. 


Adair wasn’t done. After 
forcing a three-and-out, and 
with the help of another 
Edmonson County personal 
foul after the punt, Adair took 
over on their own 47 with 1:45 
remaining before the break. A 
few plays later, another per¬ 
sonal foul moved Adair to the 
Edmonson 45, where an eight- 
yard run from Grant and seven- 
yard counter play to Jordan 
Lasley set up a beautiful play- 
action wheel route to Grant for 
24 yards down to the two. After 
an unsuccessful sneak forced 
Adair to use its final timeout of 
the half, another playaction to 
Grant registered the Tribe’s 
fourth score of the half and the 
28-0 lead. 

After a howling downpour 
chased the majority of the 
crowd to their cars and ruined 
the halftime homecoming fes¬ 
tivities, the two squads returned 
to the soaked field. Despite the 
lead, Adair maintained its inten¬ 
sity, making a goal line stand on 
consecutive sneak attempts 
from the Wildcats to keep them 
scoreless with seven minutes 
remaining in the third. 

Starting from their own half¬ 
yard line, a Melton sneak gave 
the Indians breathing room 
before Grant rattled off chunks 
of yardage, including an 11- 
yard pickup that moved them 
out across the 25. From there, 
bruising runs from Price and a 
21-yard gain by Melton on a 
speed option keeper took the 


Tribe into Edmonson County 
territory. Another powerful run 
from Price gained 20 up the 
middle of a deflated Wildcat 
defense, and two plays later, a 
keeper from Melton notched his 
fifth touchdown of the contest. 
Adair went for two in an effort 
to enact the running clock rule, 
but was unsuccessful, and led 
34-0 with 1:14 to play in the 
third quarter. 

But the margin would soon 
swell past the mercy rule 
threshold. After Adair forced 
another Edmonson County 
punt, Jordan Lasley went in 
motion, took the toss from 
Melton, and beat the defense to 
both the sidelines and the end- 
zone for a 51-yard touchdown 
run with 11:49 remaining in the 
game. 


The 41-0 lead started the run¬ 
ning clock, and aside from a 
long passing touchdown on the 
following possession, the score 
remained untouched. Adair 
went to its reserve unit after the 
Edmonson County score, and 
freshman Justin Miller notched 
an interception in Indian ter¬ 
ritory to preserve the 41-6 vic¬ 
tory. 

“It feels great to be 6-0, espe¬ 
cially considering the youth of 
this team and the room that is 
still available for growth,” 
Coach Gay explained. “Any 
time you do something that has 
never been done before, there is 
reason for excitement.” 

Jordan Lasley led the Indians 
in rushing again, recording 84 
yards and a touchdown on just 
eight carries. Chance Melton 


also had eight carries, and used 
them to total 72 yards and a pair 
of rushing touchdowns. Lonnie 
Grant added 10 carries for 65 
yards, Dakota Price had three 
runs for 38 yards, DaQuan 
Smith contributed seven carries 
for 16 yards and Corey Melton 
tacked on a five-yard carry 
from the backup quarterback 
position. 

Through the air, Chance 
Melton completed eight passes 
for 137 yards and three touch¬ 
downs. His leading receiver, 
Cameron Lasley, hauled in 
three catches for 57 yards and a 
score, while Jordan Lasley 
added two catches for 55 yards 
and a touchdown and Lonnie 
Grant had two catches for 23 
yards and a touchdown. 
DaQuan Smith also added a 
two-yard catch. 

On defense, Josh Brown led 
the defense yet again with 14 
total tackles, including 10 solo. 
Dakota Price had nine stops, 
Shea Martin eight, and Dylan 
Conn recorded seven to high¬ 
light the Indian performances. 
Both Price and freshman defen¬ 
sive back Justin Miller reg¬ 
istered interceptions. 

The victory moves Adair to 
an incredible 6-0 on the season, 
and sets up a battle of unbeaten 
teams this Friday as the Indians 
host Class AAA power South 
Warren at 7 p.m. 

“This week will be fun,” 
Coach Gay added. “It’s the rea¬ 
son why you play. Two unde¬ 
feated teams in the top-10 in the 
state, coming to our place—it 
will be a great night. However, 
our focus still remains on us 
and getting better.”

Kentuckians of all ages gain enormous satisfaction and other benefits by volunteering to 
deliver 4-H Youth Development programs in their communities. 

Teenage volunteers usually are older 4-H members. Volunteering helps teens gain more 
confidence, improve communications abilities and develop life skills. Youth volunteers do 
better in school, learn about career options, and sometimes develop new career goals. 
Those involved in community service consistently show improvement in mathematics and 
reading scores. 

Youth volunteers also better understand governance and the inner connections in the 
community, help identify local issues, and feel empowered to take action against these 
situations in partnership with others.

Adult volunteers also provide guidance and direction for club members and the local 
programs, develop and maintain community support, and work together with club officers, 
committees and other leaders to give overall direction to the local 4-H Youth Development 
program. These activities may include assisting 4-H members with their projects, working 
with school clubs, and supporting a group for a specific purpose. 

Teen and adult volunteers often assist with special activities and events from the local 
through state levels. These can include demonstrations, judging, public speaking and 
recreational events. 

Volunteers' diversity, individuality and concern for and interest in others helps us "Make 
the Best Better" in the Adair County 4-H Youth Development program.

In a recent column, we dis¬ 
cussed what the H's (head, 
hands, heart and health) 
symbolize on our 4-H Youth 
Development emblem. Now, 
we're going to delve into this 
topic further by taking a look 
at some youth development 
traits these H's represent. 

Head represents mastery; 
hands, generosity; heart, 
belonging, and health, inde¬ 
pendence. 


Mastery: 

Learn by doing is a pri¬ 
mary tenant of the 4-H Youth 
Development program. Youth 
can learn many things by 
choosing projects from 
among the hundreds and 
hundreds available. Often, 
working on 4-H project work 
supplements and enhances 
school subjects. It also might 
lead to hobbies, part-time 
jobs and possibly a career 
choice. 

As part of their 4-H edu¬ 
cational experiences, mem¬ 
bers also take part in com¬ 
petitive activities at the 
county, area, state (includin 
Kentucky State Fair) an 
national levels. 

4-H camps provide another 
opportunity for members to 
learn more about their spe¬ 
cific interests and develop 
new ones.

RECORD BREAKING 


Local OshKosh employees 
complete two million units 


By SHARON BURTON 

Columbia-based OshKosh 
plants scored a record-break- 
In* point In production as the 
two-millionth garment for 1884 
came off the line last Friday. 

This number nol only exceeds 
the amount of units produced 
locally at this lime last year, but 
also Is greater than the total of 
units produced by OshKosh In 
Columbia for the • entire 1883 
year. 

By the end of 1884, employees 
at the two local plants should 
produce somewhere between 2.6 
and 2.8 million units, according 
to plant manager Randy Nelson. 
This number Is comparatively 
higher than the 1.927,480 units 
that were produced in 1883. 

The increase in production 
can partially be contributed to 
the recent expansion of Osh- 


Koah. when a second plant was 
purchased In Columbia and 180 
new machine operators added to 
the payroll. Of the two million 
units completed so far this year, 
around 333.000 were produced 
from the new plant, according to 
Nelson. 

Another reason for the 
successful work of local Osh¬ 
Kosh employees, Nelson add¬ 
ed, Is that the Columbia plants 
are the number one producing 
plants within the major corpor¬ 
ation. "In August, we pro¬ 
duced 286.462 units, which is 
probably the highest amount of 
units ever produced in one 
month.*' Nelson said. 

But the main reason for the 
success is simple. Nelson added. 

*Tt's the attitude of the people, 
willingness to cooperate and 
being able to adapt to new styles
